The comp romise, thoug h nil, 
fully outlined, was said to direct 
the federal p ower commission to 
decide which comp anies should 
be eliminated, but would leave 
wide avenues throug h which the 
comp anies could carry to the 
courts their fig ht ag ainst disso­ 
lution. 
As for the tax measure which
